Living in the East Timorese capital Dili, !'ve 
had my fair share of close calls, including 
a near-death experience involving a motorbike 
and a breadfruit. But staying in a suburb 
prone to attacks from neighbouring gangs, 
filled with illegal weapons and with no Clear 
exit points is pushing things a little. 


NO HOLIDAY CAMP 


LIFE in the camp is stressful. Most mornings, 
screaming kids wake me up. Most nights, 
military helicopters keep me awake. | often 
hear gunshots nearby. 

After becoming an independent state in 
2002 — following over 450 years of violent 





occupation, first by Portugal, then Indonesia 


— East Timor’s problems now come from 
within. In April 2006, violence broke out in 
Dili when a protest in support of 600 soldiers 
who had been dismissed for deserting their 
positions got nasty due to ethnic clashing. 
Victims were killed in the streets and more 
than 21,000 people fled their 
homes, becoming refugees in 
their own country. The Australian 
military was brought in to help 
control the violence. They've 
remained here since. 

Churches, parks and even the 
hospital became home to the 

Internally Displaced People, 





» , call them. Refugees are 
.; desperate to return to 
~. their homes, but many 
can't because it's been burnt 
down or destroyed, or they re 
scared they'll be attacked 

My friends, the Trindade family, 
fled to a Safe camp in the centre 
of Dill. There are only about 30 
people here — plus me. Many of 
the IDP camps house thousands in 
conditions that are often cramped, 
noisy and filthy. “We were forced 
to leave our home after everyone 
in Our Suburb ran away, says 
Jose Trindade, the patriarch of 
the clan. “We were the last ones 
left there. it wasn't safe. If we 
stayed in our house, we would : 
have been attacked.” a 


Jose brings in most of the income and 
manages the daily running of the place H:s 
family come and go. One day | return to the 
Camp to find the seven children and three 
dogs already there joined by a rooster won 
at a cockfight and a monkey hanging trom 
atree “| bought the monkey on the street,” 
Jose tells me | go to pat the thing. The littie 
bastard bares its fangs and makes a hissing 
sound. A pool of diarrhoea collects at its 
other end 

“It just needs to be beaten a little to learn 
who Is in control,” Jose says He gives ita 
generous whack with a stick Lesson learnt 


THE VIOLENCE HITS HOME 
AFTER several months in the camp, | land 

a job, which gives me enough money to 
move into a modest place of my own on the 
outskirts of Dill. A few weeks later, I'm riding 
my motorbike home one night. I'm going 
through a part of town that's been involved 





in gang violence so | accelerate, afraid. | speed — 


past the entrance to a road | know to be 
a trouble spot. Suddenly, there's an aching 
in my right thigh. | think I've been punched. 
But that's impossible. My next thought !s 
that | just had a stone thrown at me. | figure 
I'll be fine and there'll be nothing more than 
a nasty bruise the next day. I'm tired and 
just want to get home and fall into bed 
About a kilometre later, | wonder why the 
pain in my leg is getting worse. | look down

AUTOPSIES 
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A pathologist conducts an autopsy 
on & murder victim in a darkened 
room and is always able to establish 
the cause and exact time of death. 


It’s his job to attend crime scenes and 
conduct autopsies on victims who have 
died in violent or unusual circumstances. 
He’s also brought in where cause of death 
can't be readily established. 


WHEN were talking autopsies, are we talking 
total dissection? 
The three body cavities are opened — the chest, the 
abdomen and the head. The organs are taken out 
and weighed and dissected and the body cavities 
are examined. That's standard, but a murder is 
much more complicated. If you suspect there's been 
strangulation, you'll do a very careful dissection of 
the neck. If there's facial trauma you might do 
a facial dissection. You're also examining material 
under a microscope, as well as taking specimens 
to look for the presence of drugs as well as possibly 
looking for DNA and trace material. 
is it harder than it looks on TV? 
A lot harder. On TV they often give a time of death 
like “Five minutes past midnight’, whereas 
sometimes the best you can do is give a six-hour 
timeframe. A degree of uncertainty exists. 
How long does an autopsy take? 
if you've got a complicated homicide, it can take 
eight to 10 hours. 
Any prominent murder cases where your 
input has been vital? 
A teenage girl was found dumped beside the road 
north of Adelaide. It seemed to me she'd been 
strangled and when | did the autopsy, she had signs 
of strangulation. | also looked for trace evidence, 
and found a small bit of fibre on her underpants — it 
seerned to come from a carpet — as well as some 
dark flaky material {paint} on her hands. | also took 
3 lot of swabs for DNA. It turned out that only one 
of the DNA swabs out of about a dozen had foreign 
DNA on it, which was subsequently identified as 
belonging to the perpetrator. This information was 
released, and the perpetrator came forward and 
confessed. Had j not taken so many DNA swabs it 
would hiave been very easy to miss. incidentally, the 
small bit of fibre came from a carpet that had been 
in the back of his car, and the paint came from his

WHAT can you tell from 
ballistics evidence? 

Each firearm has its own 
unique characteristics, which 
are transferred to the 
cartridge case and bullet 
during the firing process. My 
investigations might include 
microscopic comparisons of 
fired bullets and cases to 
determine if they came from 
a specific firearm. 

Is it harder than it looks 
on TV? 

it’s totally different. I've had 
instances where I've put 
exhibits under a microscope 
and immediately been able 
to tell that they were fired 
from the same gun.

On TV, they just cut 
straight to a dentist sitting there 
with X-rays of the deceased 
individual, and he’s holding them 
up saying, “The X-rays match!” 
In real life, you've first got to 
ascertain just who it is they match. 
Any prominent murder 
cases where your input has 
been vital? 
About seven years ago there was 
a case where the body of a young 
woman was found buried in 
a chicken coop. This girl had been 
reported missing by her parents 
some three years before. We had 
her dental records so we were able 
to identify her very quickly. From 
that, investigators were able to 
trace her last movements and who 
she'd associated with, including 
a bloke she was living with at the 
time. He had overdosed her and 
then killed her by hitting her in 
the head with a hammer. We also 
helped the pathologist determining 
the likely cause of death. By 
reconstructing the skull, you could 
very quickly tell what sort of 
instrument it was likely to be.
